THE SENATE SILVER MEN DEFEATED, BUT NOT 


DISCOURAGED. 


The silver men nre iiot discournfiod by 


their defeat today,but declare that tbey will 
try ngnin to have Warner's bill considered 
by the Senate. That of live Senators who 
wore absent today tbey count on three : hut 
It will require two days at lonst to briug tho 
matter op before the Senate. The chances 
nre that work on appropriation bills will in- 
tervene to defer action, ami the probability 
is tbnt none ram be obtained before tbo ses- 
sion ends. If the measure were brought lo 
n vote, Messrs. Bayard and Keruau, of tbe 
finance committee, would oppose it, nnd it 
is by no means certain tbnt it could bo 
carried. The aim of the silver uiou is to 
make n party question of it by arguing thnt 
it would bo of great value to tbe Democrats 
of tlie Western Stntea to have the President 
veto tbo bill nt this session. 


PASSAGE OF THE LEGISLATIVE liILL UY THE 


HOUSE. 


The legislative bill passed tbe House by n 


party vote. There were over forty less than 
n quorum of Democrats present, but the 
llepublicnus did not care to prevent tbo 
passage, ns they cosily could have done. 
They contented themselves with showing 
tho bill to be wholly inadequate to tho 
wauls of the service, nnd so drnwu ns to 
cripple tbe service iu Important non-politi- 
cal matters, but tho Democrats would not 
nllow amendments. They even snubbed the 
Greeubackors by n strict Democratic vote 
upon n rnotiou of Mr. AVoaver to recognize 
the Greenback party, ns well ns tho other 
two, 
in the mntter of drnwiug juries.

gration from the old world to this country. 
The statistics show that at present about 
twenty-live percent, of tho immigrants como 
from Germany. Sweden and Nonvay to- 
gothor contribute nearly twenty per cent., 
Ireland about seventeen per cent., England 
ftbout thirteen per cent., imrt tho remaining 
twenty-five per cent, is from tho other na- 
tions. The contributions made by England, 
the northern nations and by Germany to 
our population are very suggestive.

Yesterday morning tho Baptist preachers 


held their weekly conference at tho rooms 
1420 Chestnut street, aud aftur the reguhtr 
business of the day had beou transacted 
and discussion had over an essay by the 
llev. Mr. McClelland on ".Secularism in 
Church," the conversation drifted iu nn in- 
formal way to Dr. Malcolm's ''secession" 
"defalcation iu religious faith," as it was 
variously called by those whom he left be- 
hind. Previous to thia the regular session 
had adjourned and what some of the preach- 
ers said they afterward objected to having 
recorded, but enough was KpokMi to fur- 
nisb a 
representative opinion on the 


matter. This 
opinion was, of 
course, 


iu strong deprecation of Dr. Malcolm's 
course. 
On*: minister went sn far ns to de- 


preciate the departing minis tor's ability ns 
a theologian nnd a man of ripe and culti- 
vated attainments as a scholar, but this sen- 
timent wns met with n general murmur of 
disapprobation, for it was recognized by all 
that Dr. Malcom was n man of an exeeption- 
nlly high standing in these particulars. Km- 
boldened by these warm testimonials fo Dr. 
Malcom's ability, one of his frimids, who 
knew the history of the Maloom family, re- 
marked that he was "only going home when 
bo joins the Episcopalians, for oven Dr. 
Mnlcom, the elder, who died the other day, 
was a convert to the Baptists when he was a 
young man. His mother, Mrs. ilolbrook, 
was a atnuuoh Episcopalian, nnd his father 
was a leading Quaker." 


Tho dispatch from Newport published 


yesterday morning contained only tho state- 
ment thnt Kev. Dr. Charles Howard Mal- 
coui, with his wife and son and daughter, 
hnd on Sunday hvat been confirmed in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church by tbe Jlight 
Kev, Thomas Mfirsb Clark, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Khodo Island. It may be of in- 
terest to mention iu this connection that 
Bishop Clark himself was once a clergyman 
of the Congregational Church and left that 
body to become nn Episcopalian. 


Further details of the Kov. Dr, Mnlconfs
